T h e T e l e g r ap h recently b» ? i r e 
minded of the famous moon hoax of 
years ago in connection with the pres 
ont airship excitement, and 
having 
been asked frequently an to the former 
we may explain briefly as to that great 
newspaper scoop. 
It was three scon 
years ago when the New York Sun 
published an elaborate paper, purport, 
ing to bo written by the eminent as 
tronomer, Sir John Herschell, being 
no less than the putative full particu­ 
lars of the discovery made with an im­ 
mense telescope, then recently invent­ 
ed, having also a wonderful microscope 
attachment by which objects small as 
rats could be distinctly seen in the 
moon. 
The New York Sun pretended 
to have secured advance sheets of the 
paper as published in tho Edinburg 
Journal of Science. 
The Sun gained a 
large circulation by Its 
publication, 
other papers endeavoring to catch uj 
by following with the wonderful ac­ 
count. of moon discoveries, but tin; peo­ 
ple must have it as it appeared in its 
original form and many editions of the 
Sun wepo printed. The scientific world 
was astounded and it was 
several 
months before the fake was fully ex­ 
posed, so ingenious was the sell. 
The 
location of the immense telescope was 
at Cape of Good Hope and in those 
days before telegraphs or steam ship 
humbugs had several months the start 
of common sense. 
The account of 
“The Great Astronon ical Discover­ 
ies, 
v/jh very elaborate, filling the 
entire newspaper, and complete 
In 
scientific prop wltions to make it all 
very plausable 
HerscholT« wonder­ 
ful telescope supposed to bo the one 
used wis described as » “ magnificent 
specim m of philosophical mechanism,” 
with comments upon the “sublime ex­ 
pansion of human knowledge which it 
achieved. 
It was a vast telescope 
the writersaid “constructed on entirely 


j new principles, by which extraordin- 
1 ary discoveries wore made in every 
planet in our solar system, as well as 
planets in other solar systems, and a 
j distinct view of objects in the moon 
i fully equal to that which the unaided 
; eye commands of terrestial objects at a 
j distance of a hundred yards.” 
Indeed 
the charming scientific details of the 
writer’s account, Uiscription of the 
light gathering “ hydro-oxygen magni­ 
fiers,'' etc., Is pleasant reading even in 


1 the light of its being a humbug. 
The astronomers are marvelously 
particular in all details of the discov­ 
ery, going on to say that until the 10th 
of January observations wore chiefly 
directed to tin* stars which without the 
aid of “ hydro-oxygen 
reflectors” 
a 
j countless number of new stars and 
nebula1 were discovered, but which 
were deferred, for elaborate mathemat­ 
ical details and corrections, to a future 
report. 
After some talk of the moon’s 
tropical, sidereal and synodic revolu­ 
tions the account becomes intensely 
interesting, first giving us the follow­ 
ing geological and botanical report of 
what was seen on Luna’s surface: 
It was half-past nine o'clock on the 
night of the 10th, the moon 
having 
then advanced within four days of her 
mean libration, that the astronomer 
adjustod his instruments for the in­ 
spection of her eastern limb. 
The 
whole immense power of his telescope 
applied, and to its focal image 


After these stupendous crystals w* 
are lead through barren deserts to sea 
shores made of chalk and flint; over 
mountains and into pleasant groves 
where we are blessed with specimen- 
conscious existence. 
* * 
♦ 
“Several of those famous valleys, 
which are bounded by lofty hills of at 
perfectly conical a form as to render 
them less like works of nature than of 
art, passed the canvas before we had 
time to check their flight; but present­ 
ly a train of scenery met our eye, of 
features so entirely novel, that Dr. 
Herschel signalled for the lowest con­ 
venient gradation of movement. 
It 
was a lofty chain of obelisk-shaped, or 
very slender pyramids, standing in ir­ 
regular 
groups, 
each composed of 
about thirty or forty spires, every one 
of wiiich was perfectly square, and as 
accurately 
truncated 
as the finest 
specimens of Cornish crystal. 
They 
were of a faint lilac hue, and very re­ 
splendent. 
I now thought that we had 
assuredly fallen on productions of art: 
but Dr. Herschel shrewdly remarked 
that, if the Lunarians could build thir­ 
ty or forty miles of such monuments as 
these, we should ere now hare discov­ 
ered others of a less equivocal charac­ 
ter. 
He pronounced them quartz for­ 
mations, of probably the wine-colored 
amethyst species, anti promised us, 
from these and other proofs which he 
had obtained of the powerful action of 
laws of crystallization in this planet a 
rich field of mineralogical study. 
On 


liberate view. 
They averaged four 
feet in height, were covered, except ol 
lh<* face, with short and glossy copper 
olored hair, and had wings composed 
of a thin membrane, without hair, ly­ 
ing snugly upon their backs, from th* 
top of their shoulders to the calves 
01 
the legs. 
The face, which was of a 
yellowish flesh color, was a slight im 
provement upon that of the 
large 
orang outang, being more open and in­ 
telligent in its expression, and having 
a much greater expansion of forehead. 
The mouth, however, was very promi­ 
nent, though somewhat relieved t>y a 
thick beard upon the lower jaw, and 
by lips far more human than those of 
any species of the si mi a genus. 
In gen­ 
eral symmetry of body and limbs ttey 
were infinitely superior to the orang 
outang; so much so, that, but for their 
long wings, Lieut. Drummond 
said 
tb<-y would look as well on a parade 
ground as some of the old cockney mil­ 
itia! 
The hair on the head was a 
darker color than that of the body, 
closely 
curled, 
but apparently not 
woolly, and arranged in two curious 
semicircles over the temples of the 
forehead. Their feet could only be 
seen as they were alternately lifted in 
walking: but, from what we could see 
of them in so transient a view, they ap­ 
peared thin, and very protuberant at 
the heel. 
“ Whilst passing across the canvas 
and whenever we aftcrwardssaw them, 
the creatures were evidently engaged 
in conversation; their gesticulation, 
more particularly the varied action of 
their bands and arms, appeared im-j 
passioned and emphatic. 
We hence 
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introducing a lens, his conjecture was 
j inferred that they were rational beings, 
ully confirmed; they were monstrous 
amethysts, of a diluted claret color, 
glowing in the intensest light of 
sun!

selves for lift; to obtain insurance. 
One 
of the favorite methods is to fall from a 
moving train or to lie near the track and 
have a train run over one's leg. In this 
way hundreds of voluntary “ accidents” 
have tak en p lace, some of them horrible 
itt their results, usually m eaning the 
loss of one or more members of the body. 
Ont- of the most terrible eases was 
brought to light by a Chicago comp any. 


A m an had tak en out £ 40,000 accident 
insurance. 
He lives in a sm all tow n in 
this state. 
F or a week or so he visited 
a saw m ill at the edge of town and 
finally found an op p ortunity to get near 
(lie saw w hen no one else w as in the 
vicinity. 
If was his intention, as lie 
afterw ard confessed, to allow the saw 
to w ound him slightly, so that he would 
have an excuse to get some insurance. 
Instead, however, the m achine p lowed 
through the bone and cut one of Ins 
arms in two, the one hand holding the 
other dangling one w ith a viseiik e grip , 
showing that lie held if next to the saw. | 
A nother well k nown method is p re ­ 
tending t o get hurt by street earn. 
N ot 
m any week s ago a m an carrying con­ 
siderable accident insurance hoarded an 
electric car running t<> Koby. He w aited 
until no one was look ing aud then al 
lowed him self to fall and he dragged 
several feet, during w hich lim e he was 
horribly mangled. 
Being “ accidentally” shot w hile ex­ 
am ining a gun is a favorite scheme, 
many shooting off a foot, necessitating 
am p utation. 
A noted accident sw indle w as brought 
to m ind by an ap p lication for insurance 
sent down from Wisconsin by a man 
whose fam ily had been p aid the full 
am ount of the insurance on his life, as 
lie was sup p osed to have been burned to 
death, 
llis cottage burned one night 
and in the ruins was found a sk eleton, 
or the p art of one, w hich the fam ily 
identified as being the rem ains of the 
man of the house. 
A funeral was held, 1 
and the fam ily seemed sorely distressed. 
The com p un ieH p aid the insurance in 
full. 
It afterw ard develop ed tha t the 
man was alive, lit1 had set the house 
o n 
lire and p rocured a body to be identified 
as his, w hich was in tin; debris, 
lie 
w ent to A ustralia, and the comp anies 
attem p ted to corral him, but could not 
get him. He now returns to another lo 
eality and ap p lies for accident insurance. 
There are hundreds of most p eculiar 
accidents. 
A claim canto iu to a com ­ 
p any recently for the loss of an eye, il 
having I ecu injured by a swallow d a r t­ 
ing its bill into a m a n’s eye as lie was 
w alk ing along the street. 
A nother claim came in for injuries to 
a m a n’s face. 
If seems he was sle< p ing 
on an old fashioned bedstead w hen the 
heavy slam of a door cuused one of the 
large balls on the bedp ost to tall aud 
iujure t he sleep er. 
A nother p eculiar accident befell an 
Iowa man. He hud leaning on a m antel 
an unsheathed sword. 
One evening, as 
lie sat m a chair, m using before tile fire, 
the ja r from a slam m ing door shook the 
sword from the m antel aud It fell, 
p iercing the m a n’s leg. 
A grocer at Louisville had a rem ark 
able thing hap p en to him. 
His fam ily 
consisted of a wife and three children, 
and they w ere dep endent up on him. He 
took out accident insurance, aud a few 
days later, after having 
closed 
Ins 
store, he was sitting in his p arlor, over 
it, when he heard the p ostm an's char 
act-eristic k nock . 
He threw down his 
p ap er and hurried dow n stairs. 
When 
m the m iddle of a long, steep flight, 
his foot slip p ed, and he w as forcibly 
p recip itated down the rem ainder of the 
stairs to the hull 
below, w here 
lie 
struck his head heavily against a m etal 
letterbox, w hich caused concussion of 
the brain, from which he soon died. 
The rem ark able p oint was that in the 
letter box at the tim e of the accident 
was the p olicy for \\Inch the grocer had 
been negotiating. 
It had just been de­ 
livered by the p ostm an to whose k nock 
lie w as resp onding. 
A nother strange case hap p ened, when 
a mau w as on 
the follow ing day to 
sa il 
abroad on a m ountain tour 
through 
Switzerland. 
He w ent to an accident 
insurance agent and took a p olicy. 
T h is 
was done, and he left the office "iu New 
\ork , w hich is 
situated on a street 
where the track is seriously congested. 
1 urning straight, out of the office, w ith­ 
out look ing w here he w as going, he ran 
into a horse attached to a hansom, hy 
which lie was k nock ed down and futnlly 


buttons. 
In this case 
th ere is no linen 
collar, the chok er being covered by a 
scarf of black satin, ending m four stiff 
loop s under the chin and 
sepa ra ted by 
a steel buck le.— B hiludelp hia Times.

The testim ony comes from Germany, 
where w omen are regarded merely as 
hotis« wives and link s between genera­ 
tions, and it is conseq uently the most 
valuable, as it is not op en to the sus­ 
p icion of being a ros< ate view of tin 
case. 
It is a G erm an p rofessor— Klein 
of G ottingen— who p rick s w ith 
the 
lance of 
p ractical exp erience one of 
m a n’s j>of illusions regarding w om an's 
cap abilities. Says the p rofessor, “ In ev­ 
ery resp ect have I found women stu­ 
dents * <| iu» 1 to men in m athem atics.” 
D uring the fight tor the higher educa­ 
tion of girls the conservative men have 
always m aintained tha t wom an m ight 
m aster the lighter branches of learning, 
but that, save to the excep tional one, 
p ure m athem atics would be forever a 
sealed hook . A lthough women long ago 
exp loded this fancy-—not by argum ent 
hut hy achievem ent— it is p leasant to 
note that, even in the stronghold of old 
w orld p rejudice against the intellectual 
develop ment of w om an, she is grad ual­ 
ly coming to he recognized as some­ 
thing higher than a m ere domestic ani­ 
mal. 


W o m rn N o t E m o tio na l. 
In defending the cause of w om an’s 
suffrago against the 
statem ents 
that 
women are too em otional to lie trusted 
w ith the ballot Mrs. Alice Stone Black - 
Well p oints out tha t in the states where 
for the first tim e women voted for a 
p resident, not a single instance is record­ 
ed of a w om an going insane through 
p olitical excitem ent or com m itting sui­ 
cide or d raw ing a revolver or bowio 
k nife, w hile she instances m any cases 
w here men did a ll these things in south­ 
ern and eastern states.

sachusetts assem blym an in

In 
other words, if develop s from an invis­ 
ible entity into a visible entity. 
It is 
generally be lieved tha t there is a latent 
stage in the develop m ent of all diseases. 
many disease's this is k now n as the 
p rodrome, 
which sooner or later de­ 
velop s into the active stage. 
T ubercu­ 
losis, in its develop m ent, is no excep ­ 
tion to the general rule. In the so called 
active stage of tuberculosis there are 
disintegration and w asting of tissues. 
Hence it is custom ary to date the begin­ 
ning of th« - active stage from the first 
ajip ar* nt evidence of disintegration. 
Ir 
we trace tuberculosis back w ard from 
the stage of visible disintegration, we 
shall sooner or later reach a p eriod in 
irs develop m ent in w hich the evidence 
of disintegration disap p ears from the 
p atient 
We thus p ass from the visible 
into the invisible realm 
It is our p ur­ 
p ose now to investigate this invisible! 
realm. 
The microscop e reveals the fact ! 
tha t the disease in this so called latent 
stage is in p rogress, though not ap ­ 
p arent to the senses. T ha t w hich is un­ 
derstood as the p redisp osition is now j 
seen in the blood elem ents as a condi­ 
tion. 
In the active stage of the disease 
v\e are studying the p atient; now we 
art* studying his leucocytes (or w hite 
corp uscles). 
A nd I find that, the law 
tha t brings about disintegration in the 
larger organism has already brought 
about the same p rocess in the leucocytes 
a t an earlier date. 
The technic which 
i have adop ted is divided into the fol­ 
low ing step s: 
(a) P rep aring the blood 
films, 
(b) 
fixing, 
(c) 
staining, (d) 
m ounting, and (e> stud y ing tin; m ount­ 
ed sp ecimen. 
The finger of the p a tie nt is cleaned 
antisep tically and p rick ed w ith a ster­ 
ilized needle. T he drop of blood should 
then be used im m ed iately and a fresh 
drop tor each film. 
A cover glass held 
iu forcep s is touched to the ap ex of the 
drop of blood, the drop com ing in con­ 
tact w ith the center of the glass. 
This 
is im m ediately p laced up on 
another 
cover glass. 
If the cover glasses aro 
< lean, dry and p olished, tint blood im ­ 
m ediately begins to sp read and c ontin­ 
ues uniform ly in every direction.

T here w as dormouse soup , 
dormouse sausage, dormouse braw n, d or­ 
mouse cook ed in every conceivable way, 
and the dem and for this delicacy in 
p rize sizes w as so great tha t there was 
room for a book on the subje et, though 
unfortunately this book is lost to p os-

terity, and the only k now ledge w hich we 
have of the fattening of dorm ice in 
Rom e is from P etronius A rbiter, w ho 
tells us tha t they became fat by sleep ­ 
ing. 
H e also tells us tha t the best sauce to 
eat w ith dormouse is a m ix ture of p op ­ 
p y seed and honey, a m ixture w hich 
p robably had the m erit of inducing sleep 
after a meal. The redeem ing feature of 
Rom an cook ery w as tha t absolute clean­ 
liness was insisted on. Vegetables were 
on no account to be cut w ith 
a steel or 
iron k nife, silver, gold or am ber being 
do rigueur in all high class k itchens. 
T he saucep ans used were of silver or of 
gold, w hile tinned saucep ans were used 
by the p oorer classes. — N ew York Post.

The B ritish So ldiers’ Clo thes. 


I t costs the B ritish governm ent $7 ,- 
250,000 annually for the clothing fur­ 
nished to its arm y all over the world. 
Each of the foreign p ossessions, how ­ 
ever, has to p ay b ack , to a certain ex­ 
tent, the am ount w hich the uniform s of 
the troop s stationed or sent there has 
cost, and this entails no end of book ­ 
k eep ing. 
India p ays for the clothing of 
its ow n troop s and also for the uni­ 
form s of the men w hich E ngland sends 
there. 
The la tte r item is about $6 7 5,- 
000 annually. On the other hand, w hen 
a regim ent comes home from Ind ia tha t 
country has to be p aid back the full 
value of tlit* clothes it wears. 
The gov­ 
ernm ent sells old and w ornout articles 
to the secondhand dealers, who, by the 
way, usually accum ulate fortunes in a
